THE CLEltGY AND WOMEN OFBOUTH 


CAROLINA. 


A correspondent of tho New York Times, 


writing frofli Charleston, gives the follow- 
ing information concerning "tho women 
fiutl tho jwrsons" of South (Jaroliim. During 
find just after the war H was usiml to say 
that tiie South would never have attempted 
to eetrcdo wero it not for "the women aud 
tlie parsons.'' if this wna true during tho 
war it is none tli« less true that today certain 
ministers of I he gospel are to he blamed for 
tho hard feeling that is fttill cherished by a 
few of tho 
people of South 
Carolina, 


During conversations had with prominent 
Iftymen all over the state there seemed to be 
a general desire to forget the past. Many 
of the yoi'nger men went no far as to ap- 
phud the action of the North during the 
war, and nil joiuul in wishing for an honest 
state government, no matter if it were atl- 
niiuihljred by northern or southern office- 
holders. 
Very different, however, were the 


views expressed by a number of clergyinsn 
with whom the writer 
hnd .interviews. 


They were all most bitter in their denuncia- 
tion of the Hcpnblicau party, of the freed- 
rnei), of tbe Union soldiers.—iuut-ed, of 
avc-iything and every one who had ever been 
opposed to Southern institutions. 


One gentleman, the minister of the lead- 


ing Southern church of the city, swore, 
"with holy oaths," that the rascally negro 
could not long rule in South Carolina, find 
Unit the corrupt "carpet-bagger" would, if 
necessary, he driven with bloodshed from 
tho state. His language was .so violent that 
• southern gentleman who was present felt 
obliged, after the interview, to • state that 
"whnt the old mail said must not be taken 
as the sentiments of our people; ho had 
many losses during the war." 
This may 


have been true, but it seems nonetheless 
disgraceful that a minister of the gospel 
should give himself up to tho task of fanning 
into flume the spark that should long ago 
have been extinguished forever. 
That tho 


women of tho state .should mourn deeply 
for dead husbands nml sons is only natural. 
They do speak regretfully of "the days that 
are gone," hut it is not true that they re- 
gard the northern people with hatred, or 
that, if possible they would have slavery re- 
stored. 
The poverty of tlie southern people 


of this state is deplorable, and the heroic 
efforts which the daughters of once wealthy 
bouses are now making for the support of 
widowed mothers are most commendable. 


Many families are ever trying to "keep 


up appearances,'' but to do so they must 
use the utmost economy; old family jewels 
and silver have to be sold, and many, suc- 
cumbing to the burden of taxation and the 
loss of their plantations occasioned by the ^ 
jrent chaoga in the system of labor, are ' 
burning their spacious mansions into board- 
ing-houses, or sending their daughters out 
to teach the children of their former slates. 
Whenever such work is nsked of them, the 
•women of this state never refuse. The other

house of a Indy whose husband, a distin- 
guished southern officer, 
was killed during 


;lie war. 
Ho fore the rebellion the 
family 


was one of the richest in South Carolina, 
noted for its fine estates, expensive horses, 
and warm-hearted hospitality. 
Now the 


.jlaulalious are worthless or have been for- 
feited to the state for unpaid taxes, and the 
nobJe old homesttad in Charleston has been 
converted into a boarding-house. Two of 
he daughters of the family are teachers on 
small salaries in negro schools. 
Yet, the 


loblc old mother, when asked who she 
ilimied for her trouble, replied: "Oh! our 
own people decidedly. 
Slavery was a curse 


o any laud, aud the South should have hp.d 
suso enough to recognize tho fact.''

Many families do nol 
seem lo know how to keep polatocs so as to 
havo them Rood through Iho whole year 
ihoyitro kept in cellars in heaps on tho 
ground, or spread out in (ho light, by which 
they are turned green and bitter, and 
tnqught 10 bo poisonous, too. Poison or 
not, they aro very unpalatable. Potatoes 
Ip bo good, should novor be exposed to tho 
light, but bo kept iu as dark a placo as pos- 
sible. 
Afler they begin to sprout, iu tho 


spring, they should be taken up from tho 
bins or heaps and kept in boxes or barrels 
If you havo a few barrels saved out for fam- 
ily use, instead of picking them over and 
spreading llieui every few weeks, put them 
into enough barrels so that you can easily 
turn them from one lo another. Have one 
extra barrel, and, once overy week, turn 
them all out from one barrel to tho other. 
Ihis keeps them moving so often that the 
sprouts cannot grow enough to do much 
harm, ihe sprouts wh'ich couio out from 
the potato use up the nourishment it eon. 
tnius, and leave it soft, watery and insipid 
Jiy treating them as proposed above, they 
may be kept in condition for the lablc sov. 
oral weeks longer than by sprouting thorn 
and nt the same lime save a deal of work —
